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Traffic Hazards 


Now that the Edmonton police depart- 
ment has made an admirable start towards 
tightening up the enforcement of traffic 
violations, special attention should be paid 
to those motorists who stubbornly refuse to 
stop—or sometimes even to slacken speed.— 
when passing a Street car or bus taking 
on or discharging passengers. 

As a matter of fact, the moral responsi- 
bility of motorists does not end with a mere 
observance of the bylaw in this respect. To 
fulfil the obligation of careful driving, which 
is inherent in every traffic regulation, the 
driver should see to it that passengers dis- 
charged from street cars or buses have a 
safe chance to reach the curb or cross the 
street before the rapid stream of traffic is 
resumed, 

On some Edmonton corners, the act of 
alighting from a street car or bus is attend- 
ed with extreme danger because of impatient 
motorists who, for some obscure reason, are 
bent on reaching some destination in record 
time. 

This is a bad habit which is unduly pre- 
valent in Edmonton. The police should check 
it on every corner. Magistrates should hand 
out appropriate penalties to offenders. 


More Playgrounds 


The finance committee of Edmonton's 
city council is recommending that $37,000 be 
spent this year in the development and oper- 
ation of playgrounds. If council approves, 
this amount will be included in the budget 
when estimates are being considered. The 
individual items will of course also be dis- 
cussed, and there may be some re-shifting 
of allocations. 

On the question of whether the total is 
too large there can hardly be serious dis- 
agreement, Playgrounds for children is no 
longer an optional responsibility of any city, 
particularly of any city that is growing as 
rapidly as Edmonton. 

That our streets are not safe play places 
is too obvious for argument. Vacant lots are 
no longer to be found in many residential dis- 
tricts and are becoming few and far between 
in most. But the little folks must have places 
to play, and only the city can supply these. 

That older boys and girls and young 
men and women also require outdoor recre- 
ation facilities is equally true, and for some- 
what different reasons. Athletic activities 
cannot otherwise be carried on, and nothing 
helps more to keep youth off the streets 
and out of mischief. 

The taxpayers should, and beyond doubt 
-will, thoroughly approve whatever expendi- 
ture may be necessary to provide play- 
grounds in such numbers and locations as 
will reasonably serve all parts of the city. 
The proposed vote for the year does not 
appear excessive, and the committee seems 
to have made a fair selection as to where 
new grounds should be established. 


A Horrible Record 


Two little children were burned to death 
in Toronto when their parents left them 
alone and went to a show. This brings to 79 
the deaths by fire which have occurred in 
that province during the past four months. 
More than half the victims—40 of them— 
were children, 

Thus most of the victims were those who 
could not help themselves, either to prevent 
the fires, put them out, or escape from the 
flames, Many died horribly because their 
parents made mistakes in supposing there 
was no fire hazard. 

In cases the mistake was in thinking that 
the household heating equipment was jin 
good order. In other cases, in assuming that 
neighbors’ premises were also secure against 
an outbreak. In no case is it suggested that 
the parents wanted to immolate their little 
ones, 

Whatever the parental mistake was, the 
result is the same. The children have gone; 
and the parents will never forget how they 
died, nor where the fault was or what was 
the oversight, 

Ontario is not the only province where 
such tragedies have occurred this winter, 
nor is this winter’s record the country over 
notably worse than that of some winters 
past. It may not even be worse than the 
average. In every normally cold winter 
dozens, scores, of children burn to death in 
Canada. 

Older persons perish also, but their fate 
is less shocking because they in many in- 
stances are to blame, and they usually are 


able to make some effort to prevent a fire, | 
extinguish it, or escape. But children who | 


burn nearly always fall victims to some 
older person's lack of judgment.

The delegates weré thinking apparently 
of the prevention of forest fires, chiefly. 
But their advice could be broadened to in- 
clude protection against insect pests, and 
against reckless methods of taking out tim- 
ber by which young trees are destroyed, In 
all these particulars the forests are getting 
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less attention than their importance de- 
mands, 

The industries which are engaged direct- 
ly in the production of lumber and pulp-wood 
rank among the biggest employers of labor 
and the biggest producers of wealth in Can- 
ada. Those which convert this raw material 
into buildings and endless kinds of manu- 
factured goods comprise another front-rank 
group in national industry. 

Our forests are too valuable to be left 
at the mercy of fire, insects and careleas or 
greedy loggers. And they are dwindling for 
want of uniform and protective measures. 
The main official interest taken in them in 
the past has been directed to getting public 
revenue from them—which could be spent 
otherwise than for their preservation. 

That kind of exploitation cannot go on 
indefinitely. If we want this great national 


resource to be available to future genera- | 


tions—to the generation that is now grow- 
ing up, in fact — we shall have to “plow 
back” a large share of the revenue that 
comes out of the forests, by protecting them 
against natural enemies and human greed. 


A correspondent in these columns has 
submitted a scheme for demolishing the 


Rockies by atomic bombs in order to let the 


Chinook winds get through to the dried-out 
areas, provide more moisture and raise the 
temperature. He argues that the Rockies, by 
natural erosion, will be lower than the pres- 
ent snow line in a million years, from which 
it seems to follow, to him, that there is no 
point in putting off until tomorrow what 
nature will do in a million years anyway.

I have just been privileged to 
spend a few days in Jersey, and so 
to fulfil engagements more than 
five years old. It was my first visit

Lack of fuel las been perhaps 
the greatest hardship the inhabi- 
tants have had to endure; for many 
months last Winter there was 
neither coal, gas, nor electricty, and 
the gathering and sawing of wood 
and the maintenance of a fire where 
all water had to be heated and any 
possible cooking done took much 
time; little wonder that the people 
went to bed at an early hour. 

Many houses were stripped of 
all wood, both by the Germans and 
by the islanders themselves, and 
some terraces look as if they had

THERE WAS ONE CURIOUS 
exception to this welcome publicity,

Explained Here 


Implications in a front page story)

that excess naturalization fees in 
Alberta were finding their way to 
wrong pockets were branded as 
misleading in a statement Saturday 
morning by Hon. Lucien Maynard 
KC, attorney-general for Alberta. 

“THE ARTICLE OMITS to men- 
tion,” the minister says, “that regu- 
lations in relation to fees payable 
to provincial officials contain this 
proviso—‘Provided however that if 
in any one calendar year the fees 
as aforesaid received by the clerk 
of a court exceed $2,000, an allow- 
ance for clerical assistance may be 
made with the approval of the goy- 
ernor general in council out of such 


excess.¥ 

Extra clerical assistance was ob- 
viously required in those years 
when the number of applications 
for naturalization was high, the 
minister pointed out and the extra 


work which was involved in handl- 
ing these extra applications re- 
quired the attention of provincial 
officials. 

IN 1936, MR. MAYNARD reports 
an application was made to the 
undersecretary of state in Ottawa 
that an allowance for clerical 
assistance amounting to the excess 
received should be granted.

acclaim something which is accept- | 
ed as right by everyone, or cham- 
pioning someone who is completely 
successful. There is never any, 
need of this kind of action. | 

THERE (IS grave danger, in my 
personal opinion, that, because of 
the task it has undertaken, the 
Legion may seem at times to be 
constantly grousing and complai2- | 
ing. If it does its accepted task 
properly this is almost bound to} 
happen. Public opinion always, 
tends to be critical. 

What I was trying to get across—| 
and apparently failed do—in my 
former column, was to explain the 
necessity of taking some action 
now, that will satisfy even the most 
severe critics of the Legion, that it) 
is interested only in those things 
which are just and right. I feel 
that most people know this—but | 
there are a number who unfortun- | 
ately don’t—or won't admit it if 
they do. Those people tend to 
brush aside every request made by 
the Legion, every demand for re- 
dress of a wrong, a “a Legion 
blow-off”. They hold the opinion 
that the Legion merely wants to 
get something for nothing for vet- 
erans, 

IT WAS MY INTENTION, there- 
fore, to suggest, that in order to} 
confound its critics, the Legion’ 
should go to special and unusual | 


the confidence of all. It is not! 
enough that the Legion should be 
convinced it is right—it must can- 
duct its battles in such a way that 
even those who at the present time 
are critical or suspicious of it 
should be convinced that it is right. 
That is what I mean by increasing 
its prestige. : 

It was for this reason that I sug- 
gested that the Legion should set 
up, in each branch, an impartial 
court—even to the point of includ- 
ing respected citizens who are not 
Legion members on that court—for 
the purpose of hearing complaints 
which tts members may make to it. 
At the present time these com- 
plaints are carefully considered 
by Legion officials before any >f- 
ficial action is taken. And I have 
yet to hear of a case where they 
fought for an unjust cause. Yet 
there are a number of people, some 
of them in important positions in 
this country, who are not aware of 
this. 

THE LEGION has an important 
part to play in guarding the future 
of this country. Anything it can 
do to increase its prestige, and the 
confidence the public have in it, 
will enable it to perform that task 
with greater efficiency and effect. 
Legion members should always 
keep in mind that it is not what its 
members think of it that makes an 
organization great—it is what the 
public thinks of it—and the better 
opinion the public has of it; then 
fe better and bigger the job it can
